Shelton State 
joins forces with 
other West 
Alabama agencies 

The idea of successfully 
moving people who have been 
on welfare into the work force 
sounds great in theory but has 
presented some problems in the 
past as people move through 
the new process. 

Transportation and adequate 

child care are the two problems 
identified most often by welfare 
recipients who are trying to 
move successfully into the work 
place. According to Fran Viselli, 
who works closely with Shelton’s 
Welfare to Work program, 

“ everyone involved with welfare 
reform is suffering from the 
same problems. 
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By joining forces and forming partnerships, 
the various organizations are able to work 
through some of these problems.” 

Over the past few weeks , a small group of 
people representing various agencies has met on 
a weekly basis. In addition to Viselli and Steve 
Coker from Shelton, other members of the 
group include Lewis Barnett and Dot England 
from Community Services of West Alabama. Sallie 
Edwards from the University of Alabama, Bessie 
Harvard from Stillman College, Madeline Hill from 
the United Way, and Star Bloom, community 
advocate. 

The goal of the group is to develop a family 
resource center in the eastern end of 
T usealoosa. “Bottom line," according to 
Viselli, “it will provide ’one-stop-shopping’ for 
recipients . The Department of Human 
Resources is focusing on technical training, 
especially carpentry, and Shelton's role in the 
project will be to provide that training." 

On Friday, July 1 7, all Department of Human 
Resources representatives from West Alabama 
will be at Shelton State for a day-long seminar. 
Dave Sanders, carpentry instructor at the college, 
will be one of the speakers for the seminar.

Shelton State recently received 
notification from the A labama 
Department of Postsecondary Education 
that the college 's Webmaster program 
had been reclassified as a 26-semester- 
hour certificate program, effective Fall 
Semester J 998-99. 

According to Dr. Fred Gainous, 
chancellor of the Alabama College 
System, Shelton has an existing AAS and a 
Certificate in Computer Science and the 
addition of the Webmaster short 
certificate represents a substantial 
commitment to develop one of the most 
technically-advanced computer programs 
in the West Alabama region.

The Webmaster program provides 
students with the knowledge and skills 
necessary to conceptualize and design 
Web pages and publications, provides the 
students with knowledge r skills and 
experience in authoring HTML 
documents, manipulating images, and 
constructing and optimizing graphics, 
image maps, sound, motion, forms, and 
interface options for Web pages. 

The students also obtain the skills 
needed to manage Web pages, update 
information, and interface with 
information systems. As part of the 
program, students learn to select and run 
a server, set up a site, select and create 
Web tools, and maintain a small-to- 
medium-size Web site.
